The  Bedford  Street  Mission  is  a  Christian  organization, 
seeking  to  supply  the  Physical,  Religious  and  Intellectual 
wants  of  the  community  in  which  it  is  located.  The  Board 
of  Managers  in  presenting  the  Fifteenth  Annual  Report  of 
the  Mission  would  give  glory  to  God  in  the  highest  and 
invoke  his  blessing  on  the  subjects  and  patrons  of  the  insti¬ 
tution.  As  time  is  precious  we  will  not  burthen  the  reader 
with  a  prolix  Report,  but  will  proceed  to  state  some  facts  and 
give  statistics  indicative  of  what  has  been  done  during  the 
past  year.  We  invite  attention  as  first  in  order  to  the 


Day  Schools. 

The  Infants’  School  is  under  the  charge  of  Mrs.  S,  G.  Orr, 
and  numbers  85. 

The  upper  School  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Annie  Roberts, 
with  Miss  Emma  Knowles,  assistant,  numbers  130  scholars. 
These  Schools  are  a  leading  feature  of  the  Mission  and  have 
resulted  in  great  good  to  the  young.  In  them  are  taught  the 
rudiments  of  the  common  English  branches  of  Education, 
to  the  news-boy,  boot-black,  and  girls  whose  time  is  partly 
devoted  to  nursing  the  younger  children,  while  their  mothers 
are  out  at  work.  In  a  word  those  classes  are  provided  for 
whose  want  of  clothing  and  irregularity  of  attendance  excludes 
them  from  the  Common  Schools. 

The  Sabbath  School. 

The  Sabbath  School  is  in  a  flourishing  condition  and  is 
under  the  supervision  of  Edmund  S.  Yard,  Esq.,  and  numbers 
100  children  and  25  Teachers. 
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Charities. 

Fifteen  hundred  und  four  persons  have  received  assistance, 
either  in  food  or  clothing,  or  money  and  fuel.  Two  hundred 
and  sixty  four  families  have  been  supplied  with  Soup,  bread 
and  meal,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Missionary,  from  that 
noble  charity  the  Soup  Ilouse,  located  in  338  Griscom  Street, 
near  Pine. 


The  Sick. 

Eleven  hundred  and  fifty  poor  patients  have  received  Medi¬ 
cal  and  Surgical  treatment  at  the  Mission  and  at  their  homes 
from  Drs.  Buchanan  and  McMichael,  and  their  assistants. 
The  medicines  are  free  of  charge  furnished  by  generous  drug¬ 
gists,  whose  donations  are  acknowledged  in  any  other  part  of 
this  report. 


The  Idustrial  School. 

The  Industrial  School  for  girls  under  the  management  of  a 
Committee  of  Ladies,  has  accomplished  much  good  in  teaching 
the  use  of  the  needle,  and  the  practical  duties  of  life. 


Public  AVorship. 

llegular  Worship  is  observed  on  the  Sabbath.  Lectures  on 
T-hursday  Evenings  on  Temperance  and  health  are  given,  and 
the  good  effects  on  the  youth  are  very  gratifying. 

Employments. 

The  Missionary  has  aided  several  grown  persons  both  male 
and  female  in  getting  homes  and  employment.  Homes  for  six 
children  have  been  secured  principally  in  the  country. 
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Sanitary. 

Laziness  and  filtii  are  among  the  evils  with  which  the  Mis¬ 
sion  has  to  contend  in  the  tainted  locality,  from  whence  spread 
contagious  diseases  in  various  directions.  Our  Missionary  has 
paid  special  attention  in  enforcing  the  duty  of  a  free  use  of 
lime  to  their  houses,  and  soap  and  water  to  their  persons. 

Conclusion. 

The  population  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Mission  is  increasing. 
House  rent  is  high  and  over-crowding  the  result.  The  Mis¬ 
sion  is  still  a  moral  necessity.  The  Board  of  Managers  do 
cheerfully  recommend  this  Institution  to  the  continued  support 
and  patronage  of  the  Christian  public. 

The  claims  of  the  Mission  have  been  ably  advocated  during 
the  year  by  the  Editors  of  the  Press,  Bulletin,  Ledger,  Inqui¬ 
rer,  Telegraph  and  Methodist  Home  Journal.  The  Board  of 
Managers  cordially  tender  to  those  gentlemen,  their  sincere 
thanks  for  their  timely  assistance.

TriE  Board  of  Managers  of  tlie  Ladies’  Bedford  Street  3Iission, 
respectfully  present  to  tlieir  friends  and  patrons  their  Thirteenth 
Annual  Beport,  trusting  that  it  will  compare  favorahly  with  any  of 
the  preceding  years. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  past  year,  we  noticed  a  more  decided 
and  increasing  interest  in  our  31ission  work  manifested  by  our  Mana¬ 
gers,  stimulated  probably  by  a  suggestion  that  we  should  organize  an 
Industrial  School  as  an  adjunct  to  our  day-school,  in  which  our  little 
girls  might  be  taught  the  use  of  the  needle.  This  had  long  been  felt 
to  be  a  very  important  movement  by  many  of  our  Ladies,  but  could 
not  be  made  practicable  at  an  ealier  period  owing  to  a  want  of  room  to 
conduct  such  an  enterprise. 

We  had  long  felt  that  to  teach  our  girls  the  various  departments  of 
sewing,  would  be  not  only  a  means  of  making  their  own  forlorn 
situations  in  life  more  tolerable,  but  would  prove  a  strong  security 
against  deeper  crime  and  misery. 

Thinking  best  to  proceed  cautiously  at  first  and  not  make  the  circle 
of  our  operations  too  large,  we  elected  a  Committee  of  Ladies  to  con. 
duct  the  sewing,  two  afternoons  in  the  week,  prepared  to  increase  our 
labors  in  proportion  to  the  success  that  attended  our  efforts.  Our 
pupils  at  first  consisted  of  ten  or  twelve  girls,  selected  by  their 
Principal,  to  whom  we  gave  instruction  in  the  simplest  kinds  of  sewing. 
Most  of  them  had  no  idea  how  to  hold  a  needle  nor  wear  a  thimble, 
nor  did  they  understand  the  meaning  of  these  terms  so  common  to  all 
women, — hem,  fell,  gather,  stitch,  &c.,  but  all  manifested  the  utmost 
pleasure  when  selected  to  sew,  and  patiently  undid  what  our  more 

experienced  eyes  adjudged  defective  work. 
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One  desirable  result  of  which  we  had  scarcely  thought,  soon  became 
noticeable :  an  increased  personal  cleanliness  among  the  girls :  for 
soiled  fingers  left  their  dire  impression  on  the  white  muslin  work,  in  a 
way  which  became  a  standing  mortification  to  the  little  seamstress;  to 
avoid  which  she  would  ever  after  be  more  careful  to  have  clean  hands  at 
the  opening  hour  of  School.  Our  Industrial  School  has  only  been  in 
operation  about  three  months,  hut  its  results  are  highly  gratifying, 
and  we  invite  our  friends  to  visit  and  examine  the  specimens  of  needle¬ 
work  which  our  pupils  have  learned  in  that  short  time.  Much  credit 
is  due  to  the  indefatigable  wife  of  our  Missionary,  who  has  done  so 
much  to  keep  up  the  interest,  hy  her  presence  and  labors  :  the  best 
proof  of  which  is  the  beautiful  quilt  made  by  the  girls  under  her 
superintendance.  It  excited  the  admiration  of  all  the  visitors  who 
were  present  at  our  Christmas  Dinner,  and  by  its  sale  brought  one 
hundred  dollars  into  our  Treasury.  We  feel  however,  that  we  are  but 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  vast  field  of  labor  which  lies  before  us,  and  we 
ask  our  friends  that  their  generosity  may  enable  us  to  go  forward 
without  hesitation,  and  that  the  little  gathering  which  may  he  found 
in  our  Mission  House  on  South  Street,  and  which  we  call  our  Industrial 
School,  may  be  the  nucleus  of  a  magnificent  enterprise  which  shall 
shelter  under  the  purifying  influence,  hundreds  of  girls  who  shall  he 
trained  into  virtue  and  usefulness. 

Our  Christmas  Dinner  this  year  was  one  of  the  most  interesting  of 
all  these  delightful  occasions  and  the  children  did  full  justice  to  the 
ample  provision  which  had  been  made  for  them. 

One  encouraging  feature  of  the  past  year  has  been  the  formation  of 
local  Societies  in  one  or  more  of  our  Churches  to  sew  for  the  poor  of 
our  Mission.  In  which  the  Manager  or  Managers  who  represent 
their  Church  in  our  Board,  form  the  centre.  Much  more  is  accom¬ 
plished  in  this  way  than  by  our  old  method  of  monthly  sewing  meetings, 
and  we  suggest  that  our  Managers  in  other  Churches  be  led  to  follow 
this  good  example,  so  that  the  interest  may  be  wide-spread  and 
general,  and  we  call  special  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  Mission  is 
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the  interest  and  work  of  all  Christians  and  is  sustained  by  both  means 
and  labor  for  every  denomination,  any  who  are  willing  to  work  for  God 
in  behalf  of  the  wretched  and  destitute. 

Much  has  been  done  this  year,  but  much  more  must  be  done  during 
the  coming  year.  Beginning  it  with  an  inadequate  Treasury,  we  hope 
to  have  it  speedily  increased  by  the  generosity  of  our  friends.  We 
are  encouraged  and  grateful  for  special  or  occasional  contributions, 
and  bow  much  more  we  are  rejoiced  to  be  made  the  recipient  of  your 
regular  yearly  favors  to  be  used  in  elevating  and  Cbristianizing  our 
benighted  at  home,  which  is  truly  Missionary  work 

With  this  Report  of  one  years’  progress  we  commend  our  cause  to 
those  who  have  long  been  our  reliance,  and  to  other  hearts  who  have 
recently  begun  to  work  for  a  newly  found  Saviour.
